Without a doubt, our tuition will once again go up. 
How much will it go up you are asking? Well, it is 
hard to say. There are a few factors that the level of 
increase is dependent on. For now, this has no con- 
nection with our fees. I can assure you that we are 
one of 17 community colleges that are facing this very 
issue. Oregon voters chose not to support the educa- 
tion system and now the students have to pick up the 
bill. 


A right to vote is a powerful thing. It gives you the 
opportunity to express your values and personal be- 
liefs in how you feel the direction of our nation and 
state should turn. When Oregon was given the oppor- 
tunity to express its voice and concerns on how its 
schools should be supported, we either chose not to do 
it or failed to speak up. We “‘the students” now face 
repercussions of Oregon voters’ decisions. We are 
looking at an increase of tuition between three to five 
dollars per credit hour.

By uniting the voices of many concerned citi- 
zens around the world, organizations such as 
Defenders of the Wildlife, NRDC (National Re- 
sources Defense Council/BioGems), The Na- 
ture Conservancy, The Sierra Club, and 
countless other conservation groups are 
working together to make a powerful differ- 
ence. Their goal is to rescue our global envi- 
ronment from the ravages of big business 
and political mismanagement, as well as the 
mindless waste and misuse of resources by 
corporations and individuals alike. 


If you care about the earth, rest assured, you 
are not a lone voice in the wilderness. One 
voice, combined with enough others, equals 
serious political power. 


In 2003 more than 85,000 concerned people 
signed petitions for BioGems to stop snow- 
mobiling in Yellowstone. Many of these folks 
signed the petitions on-line, which only takes 
a few seconds. The sheer volume of public 
comments (including those petitions) was 
cited by the federal judge who ordered the 
Bush administration to revive a Clinton-era 
plan to phase out snowmobile use in Yellow- 
stone National Park. 


Other ways you can help conserve our re- 
sources for the future is to be conscientious 
about how you use them. Conserving water, 
electricity, gas, paper and other resources 
adds up. Recycling and, even better, reusing 
products, adds up, too. If enough people do 
it, the savings become significant. 
Awareness is the first step.
